est degree about theology. They 
do not so much disbelieve any of 
the cardinal doctrines of Christi- 
anity as they ignore them as of 
no practical importance. The 
great historical prototype of such 
men wag Confucius, This Chin- 
ese sage taught practical morality 
only.

The 
Crusaders were led by it, but 
they did not know what it was. 
The men who gave England lib- 
erty and self-government were 
inspired by it, although it was 
displayed in ways that were 
grotesque.

It did 
not in the case of the Arabs,who 
carried the Crescent victoriously 
through so many iands, It did 
notin the case of the Japanese, 
who showed themselves invinc- 
ible in war with Russia.

SIR JAMES GRANT’S ELIXIR, ~ 


Ottawa Physician Says He Owes His 
Own Health to His Remedy. 


According to The New York Times, 
Sir James Grant, of Ottawa, the 
well-known Canadian physician, be- 
lieves that he has discovered, not 
exactly the elixir of life, but at any 
rate a meuns of greutly prolonging 
youth, and apparently of bringing 
youth back to some extent. 

Sir James is himself the best ad- 
vertisement of his method, for he 
possesses amazing vitality for his 
age, now nearly 77 years. He is visit- 
ing London, and he looks like a man 
in his fifties. His secretary, a young 
man, says it is difficult to keep up 
with the work his employer does. 

Two years ago Sir James created a 
sensation at a meeting of the British 
Association by u paper on the ex- 
traordinary rejuvenuting powers of 
electricity. He has since then treat- 
ed himself by his own method, with 
results that he describes as wonderful, 
and he has also had much _ success 
with a number of eminent putients 
on the other side of the Atlantic. His 
treatment consists of electrical appli- 
cations by means of a special battery 
and systemutized massage. 

A writer in The Pall Mall Gazette 
says he walked with Sir James a dis- 
tance of half a mile, and could not 
help commenting on his vigor and 
energy. He asked Sir Jumes if he 
wore spectacles, and Sir James re- 
plied:

Brooklyn,*July 24.—Once we consid- 
ered most: unkind, unjust, the Bible 
declaration that:our Creator condemn. 
ed all of Adam’s.race with Lim on 
account of Adam’s “Original Sin.’ 
But now, in the. light of the clearer 
unfolding of God’s Word, we are privi- 
leged to see differently. Now we per- 
ceive, not only that God did no in- 
justice to Adam/’s‘children, but, con- 
trariwise, that’in this very particular, 
he did them a kindness—that it was in 
the interest .of humanity in general. 
‘We are aware that this statement up- 
pears paradoxical to those who have 
not yet gotten the proper focus upon 
the Divine Plan. The key which un- 
locks the difficulty is the proper ap- 
preciation of the penalty imposed up- 
on Adam and his race. 

The erroneous, unscriptural view of 
this penalty which came down to us 
from the ‘‘dark ages’ teaches that 
God damned father Adam, mother 
Eve, and every child born to them to 
an eternity of torture at the hands 
of devils. It! is this unscsiptural and 
irrational view of the wage of Orig- 
inal Sin which caused all our difficul- 
ty. Indeed, it is safe to say that no 
other false doctrine held by C.d’s 
people ever drove away from God, 
from the Bible and from the fellow- 
ship of the Church so many intelligent 
minds. Thousands of bright, honest 
minds, after seeing this teaching of 
the Christan creeds formulated in the 
dark ages, have quietly withdrawn 
from them in, heart, if not outwardly, 
saying to themselves, Evidently my 
reasoning faculties are of a different 
kind from those of many others prom- 
inent in the Church: Without disput- 
ing the point, I simply conclude that 
I must think for myself and that; in 
so doing, I am forced out of sym- 
pathy with the majority of fellow- 
Christians on this basic doctrine. 

The difficulty is that while the ma- 
jority of Christian people heartily re- 
pudiate these misrepresentations of 
God and his Word, nevertheless the 
subject is not clear to them and they 
fear that to repudiate this doctrine 
would be to repudiate the Bible and to 
become open infidels. And just here is 
their mistake. The majority of them 
are not Bible students. Even amongst 
ministers of the Gospél comparatively 
few have any degree of knowledge of 
God’s Word. They know what they 
think about the Bible; what they be- 
lieve that it teaches; what they have 
been told that it teaches; what the 
catechisms say it teaches; but they 
have never made critical investiga- 
tions of the Bible themselves to as- 
certain its teachings. It is a part of 
our endeavor to arouse Christian peo- 
ple everywhere to search and study 
the Scriptures and to assist them with 
Bible study helps, Bible keys, etc. 
And, thank God, there are thousands 
in Spiritual Israel who are not bow- 
ing their knees to Baal, but who are 
anxious to know, to rightly under- 
stand, the Word of God. Classes in 
Bible study are springing up all over 
the world. These have recently adopt- 
ed the name of ‘International Bible 
Students Association.” God is bleas- 
ing them, not only with the opening 
of their own eyes more and more wide- 
ly, but also in using them to bring 
‘others ‘‘out of darkness into his mar- 
velous light” (I. Peter ii, 9). 

The Scriptures speak of a “‘famine, 
not for bread nor for water, but for 
hearing of the Word of the Lord.” 
This famine is upon us now. Not only 
are Christian people hungry and thirs- 
ty for the bread of life and the water 
of life, but many of the worldly are 
feeling a longing for something better 
than the husks which they have. We 
do not know that all Church mem. 
bers, nor all of any one Church mem- 
bership, are thus hungering -and 
thirsting for Truth. But we do know 
that everywhere in all the various 
Churches of all denominations there 
is a hungry class which cannot be 
satisfied to dishonestly misrepresent 
itself as in harmony with the creeds. 
These bewildered sheep are, of late 
years, finding. the green pastures and 
still! waters of Divine Truth and grace 
—near to them—in the Word of God— 
hidden under the rubbish of ignor. 
ance and superstition, mistranslation 
and misinterpretation. 

But as for the masses of all denom- 
inations: Alas, they are falling into 
unbelief! The popular form of infidel- 
ity known as High Criticism has al- 
ready swallowed up more than one- 
half of the ministry and of the most 
intelligent part of the laity. The only 
hope for any of these is in leaving the 
chaff and husks of medieval misin- 
terpretations of God’s Word and in 
finding its true meaning, in which is 
refreshment, strength and new life. 

However we read our Bibles in the 
past we read into them from the creeds 
of a darker time the mischievous 
error that when the Bible declares a 
death penalty for sin it really means 
the reverse of this—life—eternal life 
in eternal torture. Who had the right 
to twist the inspired words in such a 
devilish fashion? Who had the right 
to add to the Word of God and to 
make void its true teaching in this 
manner? Hear the words of the Apos- 
tle, ‘‘The wages of sin is death; but 
the gift of God is eternal life through 
Jesus Christ out Lord’’ (Romans vi, 
23). What statement could be more 
simple? The wicked will not be grant 
ed life at all, either in pleasure or in 
ipain. They are under sentence of 
death—destruction. Eternal life is a 
gift. And it will be given only to 
those to whom it will be a blessing— 
‘to those who will accept it through 
‘Jesus: Christ our Lord. 

Let us turn to Genesis and note the 
‘statements made to our first parents 
respecting sin and its penalty. Let 
lus note that, without the twistings 
of theology, we should have no difii- 
‘culty in understanding the Divine 


sentence, as our first parents evident- 
ly had no difticulty. The sentence up- 
on Father Adam for disobedience was, 
“Dying thou shalt die”; “Dust thou 
art, and unto dust shalt thou return”; 
“Thorns and thistles shall it bring 
forth unto thee until thou return un- 
to the ground from which thou wast 
taken” (Genesis iii, 2, 3, 16-19, 24). 
hus we see that the penalty for sin 
upon Adam and his race was that they 
should return to the dust. As we read 
again, “Thou turnest man to destruc- 
tion” (Psalm xc, 3). And this penalty 
is sufficiently awful when we think of 
what it means to die, to lose mental, 
moral and physical perfection and 
gradually go into the tomb—into the 


made alive. But every man in his 
own order; Christ the firstfruits;

Corin- 
thians xv, 21, 23, R.V.). :

bible hell (sheol, throughout the Old 
Testament). And this. sheol, the grave, 
the tomb, to which the Bible says all 
g0, good and bad, rich and poor, holy 
and unholy, was the only hell known 
amongst any of the people of God for 
the more than four thousand: years, 
represented by the teachings.of the 
Old Testament. Then came the New 
Testament times and the ‘teachings. of 
Jesus and the Apostles to the same 
effect. In the New Testament the 
‘Greek word hades,’ representing the 
tomb, the death state, takes the place 
of the Old Testament sheol in every 
passage translated from the Old Tes- 
tament into the New. Testament. 

It was nearly three hundred years 
after Jesus andthe Apostles, after the 
writing of the New Testament, before 
the doctrine of Purgatory was invent- 
ed. And for this reason neither the 
word Purgatory nor the Purgatory 
thought is expressed in the Scrip- 
tures. But Bibles were few, and the 
people could not have read them even 
if they had possessed them; hence for 
long centuries the teachings of the 
clergy’ were accepted without Bible 
proofs. and the doctrine of Purgatory, 
spread all over Christendom. All of 
our forefathers believed in it. It be- 
came the teaching of Christians every- 
where that the mere handful of saints, 
instead .of dying when they seemed to 
die, went to heaven and that the great 
mass of humanity, instead of dying 
when they seemed to die, went in 
some mysterious manner to a myster- 
ious place called Purgatory, of which 
nobody knew anything except what 
they were taught. The teaching is that 
practically all of humanity go to Pur- 
gatory there to be roasted and other- 
wise: tortured for centuries—ultimate- 
ly to gain release from the torture, 
when fitted for heaven. Upon this 
doctrine in turn sprung the doctrine 
of saying “masses for’ the dead,” who 
were believed not to be dead but in- 
tensely alive. The fear of Purgatory 
drew the people very close to the 
priests as the supposed counsellors of 
the Almighty and the mass money 
drew the nriests very close to the peo- 
ple. They were all honestly inten- 
tioned, but all deceived by the great 
deceiver—Satan. . 

By and-by a priest, a Catholic theo- 
logian and teacher in one of their col- 
leges, by name Martin Luther,. acci- 
dentally ran across a copy of the New 
Testament in the Latin language. Be- | 
ing an educated man he was able to 
read it; for there was not one copy in 
the German language anywhere. Lu- 
ther telg: us of his perplexity in not 
finding Purgatory in the New Testa- 
ment. He tried to interest thie Pope 
in Bible study, but failed, and in- 
stead was branded a heretic. He pro- 
tested, and others protested; hence 
came the name Protestants! 

These Protestants were undoubted. ' 
ly as sincere before their protest ag} 
they were afterward; hence their pro- 
test was against the very doctrines 
which once they had proclaimed as 
the Truth. Their minds ‘were full of 
the thought that a dead person is not 
dead but more alive than before he 
died, and that some of these at death 
went to heaven while the great major- 
ity went to Purgatory. Thev did not 
see the teaching of the Bible, that | 
“the wages of sin is death’—that all 
go into death, good and bad, and that 
this death state is the sheol and hades | 
of the Bible. Instead of getting this 
true light upon God's Word, they 
went from darkness into greater dark- 
ness on this point. Here we wish to 
emphasize the thought that all these 
noble men, Catholics and Protestanta, 
in their day, like all true people to- 
day, held 2 measure of Truth in com- | 
bination with errors. It is the meas- | 
ure of Truth possessed and enjoyed , 
that has given any power and force to | 
our various Christian systems, and 
that, to some extent, has neutralized 
the effect, of. our errors. 

Starting from their misunderstand- 
ing of Bible teachings respecting the 
wages of sin, Brother Luther and his | 
noble companions battled bravely for | 
many truths, but made one great | 


blunder. When they coneluded that 
Purgatory was contrary to the Scrip- 
tures and threw it away, not seeing 
the Bible hell, the tomb. they adopted | 
another hell and thereby went from 
bad to worse on this subject. They 
said, The heathen and the masses of 
the civilized are surely not saints— 
surely they do not follow in the foot- 
steps of Jesus—surely, therefore, they | 
cannot be of his spiritual flock. Con- 
cluding that these could not be taken 
to heaven, they said, We must take 
them out of Purgatory anyway, wher- } 
ever we put them, because we have 
found out that there is no such place 
as Pyrgutory. 

After conferences, seriously dislik- 
ing to make our God's character 
worse than they formerly supposed, 
they said under their breaths, We 
must take them out of Purgatory and | 
quickly put them into a hell of eter- 
nal torture and say as little about 
the matter as possible. They were 
greatly relieved when  long-hended 
Brother John Calvin explained to 
them about the mere handful gesing | 
to nmeaven and the great masz going 
to eternal torture. He explained that ! 
God .had fore-ordained and predestin- 
ated- these awful results — that he 
might show his wisdom and his pow- 
er. Az toa. : 

“Love divine, all love excelling.” 
Brother Calvin seems never to have 
thought of that. Brother Wesley and 
others since, though less logical and 
theological, did stand up for and de- 
clare the Love of God, even though 
rather absurdly they claimed that he 
was neither wise enough nor powerful 
enough to do more than rescue a mere | 
handful of Adam’s race from the eter- 
nal torture to which they thought God 
damned them all because of the dis- 
ubedience in Eden. 

In the light of our better Bibles and 
Bible Study Helps and minds freed 
from the ignorance and superstitions 
of the past we may understand the 
Apostle’s words and find in them, not 
only justice and love, but harmony 
and beauty. Instead of all mankind! 
going to eternal torment: for Adam’s 
sin, all go into the Bible hell, the’ 
grave, on account of his sin—and all 
of the ‘mental, moral and physical 
blemishes of our race are a part: of 
this heredity. . 

There would have been no hope of a 
future life, good or bad, had not God 
in his mercy provided the Saviour— 
the ‘“‘Life-Giver,” as the Syriac ren- 
ders the word. -In God's due time ha

|JUSTICES OF SUPREME 


COURT MUsT PAY TAXED 


Decision Handed Out by Judge 
Lees on Appeal Against As- 
sessment of Income 


An important decision has 
just been handed out by His 
Honor Judge Lees, of Red Deer, 
in the appeal of Mr. Justices 
D.L.Scott, N.D.Beck, H.Harvey 
from’the assessment of their in- 
comes by-the city of Edmonton. 
The appeals of the three justices 
were dismissed with costs. 

The appellants are justices of 
the supreme court of Alberta, and 
each is in receipt of a salary of 
36,000 per year, $1,000 of which 
is exempt under the city charter 
and the assessment being in each 
case on the remaining $5,000. 

The grounds set forth in the 
appeal against the assessment 
were that the whole income was 
exempt for the following reasons: 

“1, That the levying of an 
income tax is a constitutional 
privilege of the sovereign, excer- 
cisable only through the legisla- 
ture, and that the tax in question 
here is sought to be levied by a 
municipality, to which the legis- 


lature could not delegate its 
powers. 
“2. That the levying of an 


income tax on judges by the pro- 
vincial legislature is in conflict 
with, as being a curtailment of 
the powers of the Dominion par- 
liament, under the B. N. A. act, 
section 91 (8), to fx the salaries 
of the judges. 

“3. That the income, being 
earned in the province at large, 
is not taxable in any one munic- 
ipality,the reeidence of the judges 
being temporary and subject to 
change at any time.” _ 

In deciding on the first ground 
of appeal, Judge Juees held: 

‘‘The sovereign speaka,whether 
his mouthpiece be imperial, fed- 
eral,‘ provincial, or municipal, so 
long as its authority be rezularly 
derived, the proper channel from 


1 the fountain head. 


“I was not referred to any 
authority which ascribes to in- 
come tax any peculiar quality of 
constitutional privilege which 
distinguishes from any other 
taxes.” 

In regard to the second ground 
the judgment states: ‘‘There is 
no conflict between the sections 
of the British North America act 
giving the provinces power to tax 
incomes, and the section giving 
the Dominion power to fix the 
salaries of judges.”’ 


TEST OF ASSESSIBILITY. 


“The answer to the third 
ground is thai under the two 
sections of the city charter, the 
test of assessiblity is the place of 
residence and not the local source 
of the income. Ido not think it 
would be seriously contended that 
the income of a resident of the 
city, derived wholly from mort- 
gages covering land situated out- 
side the city, would not be taxable 
by the city. As to the residence 
being temporary and subject to 
change, it seems to me that when 
a change is actually made it will 
be time to consider the effects of 
that change.” 

The same appeals were entered 
in three previous years, but in 
each case judgment was reserved 
by His Honor Judge Noel, and 
this is the first time that a judg- 
ment has been obtained. 


Sumner Mortality. 


(Calgary News) 


Not only has there been a large 
number of deaths of vhildren in 
Calgary this summer but typhoid 
fever has been epidemic among 
adults. This latter disease has 
not proved as deadly as_ the 
diseases that have been prevalent 
among the babies, but no matter 
what conclusions may be drawn 
from a comparison, they cannot 
be of a cheering nature. The 
causes of infant mortality have 
been discussed in the Daily News 
but the typhoid epidemic is a 
newevil. It would be thought 
that Calgary, with its ample sup- 
ply of pure water and its exten- 
sive sewer system would be free 
from this disease, and ‘the 
announcement that this is not the 
case will come as a_ shock. 
Inquiry reveals the fact that a 
considerable number of citizens 
are atill using well water and that 
the sewer system, while exten- 
sive, does not cover every section 
of the city. It is patent that both 
our waterworks and sewer sys- 
tems must be extended expe- 
ditiously if the city’s health is to 
be preserved. The health board 
would do well to look into the 
matter and take such measures 
as are immediately needed.

Bonnycastle Has Resigned His 
Seat. 


Winnipeg, Aug. 16.—A. L. 
Bonnycastle, who was declared 
elected for Russell in the pro- 
vincial election after a recount, 
made the statement last night he 
would resign his seat. Bonny- 
castle’s opponent was first de- 
clared elected by 13 but a recount 
gave the seat to Bonnycastle, 
owing to a number of ballots 
having extraneous pencil marks. 
The Liberals claimed thése bal- 
lots were spoiled while in posses- 
sion of the returning officer after 
election, they being admittedly 
poorly guarded, but this was 
denied. 

Mentioning resignation, Bonny- 
castle expressly denied any 
knowledge, or that he was con- 
vinced that any irregularity 
occurred, but in view of the fact 
that there might be some doubt 
he decided to resign. 


The Mission of the Children’s 
Aid Society, 


A Children’s Aid Society or 
Committee empowered to act 
under the Children’s Protection 
Act of Alberta should be at work 
in every town and village in the 
province to attend promptly to 
cases of child neglect or cruelty, 
and to act in the capacity of pro- 
bation officers or friends to the 
boys and girls who are in need of 
the helpful advice that only an 
older person can give. 

The work of the Children’s Aid 
Society is: ‘ 

To rescue homeless, abused or 
neglected children at the earliest 
possible age from their unfortun- 
ate surroundings; 

The finding of foster homes for 
children in need of such homes 
and the continuing of a watchful 
care over any children placed in 
such foster homes; 

To protect society against the 
strongest of its foes, ignorance 
and vice, by the securing of good 
honie conditions for children who 
would otherwise grow under the 
most pernicious and evil influ- 
ences; 

To urge upon parents the 
serious results bound to accrue 
from the careless training or 
neglect of their children during 
the most impressionable years of 
early childhood; 

To see that every child in the 
community has a chance to grow 
up to be a good citizen. 

The home life of neglected 
children may be greatly improved 
by a littlo kindly intervention; 
that failing there is a law in Al- 
berta which protects helpless 
childran from abuse or neglect, 
and it should be appealed to 
promptly. 

Homeless children should be 
taken care of at once and placed 
in foster homes or sent to the 
nearest Shelter where they may 
be cared for until foster homes 
are found. 

Those interested in the 
work of the Children’s Aid 
Society or those who know of 
cases of crxelty to children, or 
know of a homs where a little 
child will be welcomed, are in- 
vited to write to the Superintend - 
ent of: Neglected Children for 
Alberta, Edmonton.

nessy has these essentials and more; he is a tireless worker, a man of energy and 
enthusiasm, a keen common sense that cuts Gordian knots of difficulty with ease, 
and a prodigious memory that is always ready on the instant. 

He was born in Milwaukee, Wis., of Irish parentage in 1853, and after taking 
the usual course in the public schools had a little supplementary smoothing down 
and polishing in a business college, and was then ready at sixteen to begin the 


battle of life. 


He entered the kindergarten of railroading in his first position 


in the purchasing department of the Milwaukee and St. Paul road, and it was 


not long before it was recognized that he had a good business head firmly set on 
his broad shoulders; and with constant purpose and undaunted determination 
he worked his way, never looking at the clock nor stinting his efforts, until in 
1879, at the age of twenty-six, he was gencral store-keeper of the road. 

In 1882, Sir William Van Torne, another alumnus of this railroad which 
was a splendid college of training and experience, resigned from the Milwaukeo 


and St. Paul to assume the management of the Canadian Pacific. 


He had been 


keeping close tally on Mr. Shaughnessy’s work; he realized his possibilities and 
“was confident that the young man was broad-guage enough to be equal to larger 


opportunities, and took him to Canada as general purchasing agent. 


Two years 


later he won, by his ability, the post of assistant reneral manager, later becoming 
assistant to the President and in 1891 was made Vice-President and elected a 
director, and in 1898 when Sir William Van Horne retired from the presidency, 
the opportunity of his life, the climax of the rosiest dreams of his ambition came 
to Mr. Shanghnessy when he was made President—the kindly autocrat of tho 


Canadian Pacific. 


In October, 1901, his old folks at home in Milwaukee were roused from sleep 


one night by a messenger with a telegram. 


In trembling fear his father opened 


the envelope and with wonder and delight read aloud these words from one of the 
great railway kings of the western hemisphere: “ You may be gratified to know 
that His Majesty has conferred on me the honor of knighthood. One owes a great 


deal to a good father and mother. 


T. G. Shaughnessy.”
